APRIL MEETING: We will have a program of a new type this month with a very interesting and 
different exhibit of coins. Why not join us April 28 at 7:30 PM at the Belton Coin and 
Hobby Center, 4133 Main, right downtown in Belton, Missouri. There will be an auction and 
refreshments will be served. There will also be at least one door prize free to some lucky 
person just for being at the meeting. 


AUCTION TO BE HELD: This month, with your help, we will begin the new feature of a club 
auction. There is a form attached, so why not go through your coins and dig out an extra 
coin or other numismatic item (preferably something worth a dollar or more, unless you 
wish to auction something just for the juniors) and bring it or them to the meeting with 
the form. The club percentage for the selling of the items has been set at 5% of the 
selling price with a maximum on any one lot for the club not to exceed $1.00, regardless 
of the selling price on a coin. Buy backs will be charged the club percentage. This is 
about the usual procedure for area clubs, and by keeping the percentage low we hope to help 
the club finances and you too. 


Remember, Brown and Dunn grading guide is the officially accepted guide. Noone is infallible 
on grading and as many of us are still learning we will do our best to help you if you should 
have trouble reaching a decision as to the grade or value. You might wish to come in a few 
minutes early to the meeting if you need help. 


The secret of a good auction for you and the club is not putting too much of any one thing 
up at one time. Hold bids tend to discourage bidding, and you may wish to keep this in mind 
when working up your items. Remember too that giving a bid for an item at face value or 
below only slows down the auction and the enjoyment for everyone. We are still working on 
the procedure for the auction. This is temporary, and we hope interest in the auction will 
be such that we can set it up ahead of meetings and have a list of the coins to be auctioned 
sent with the newsletter. 


COUNCIL REPORT: The Numismatic Council of Greater Kansas City met the last Monday of March. 
New officers were elected and several items of interest and help were discussed. Clarence 
Gould is being backed by the Council to run for the American Numismatic Association's Board 
of Governors, so that Kansas City might have some representation to the national association. 
The Midwest Numismatic Association show announcement was given for the weekend of June 13, 
14, and 15 at the Hotel Continental, downtown Kansas City. They are seeking exhibitors and 
if you wish to be included please let one of your officers know and we will give you the 
information you will need. 


CLUB MEMBERSHIPS: Anyone attending either of the first two club meetings (January and February ) 
were able to join up through the second meeting as Charter members. If you wish to join as 
a Charter Member, your dues must be paid by this next meeting April 28, 1969.

The letter was answered with a presidential 
citation and the minting of the pennies started. Mr. Keller passed away late last year, 
a loss to the numismatic world that few people were aware of.

Rehi biting is eur hobby’s best way of advertiging..oo.our very best way to show the nen 
collectors that coins ere really interesting, Exhibiting is alee a vexy good way to 
make a Glub work. It helps other members to learn about coins and, after all, isn that 
the purpose of a club? 


It ia not es herd to exhibit as it might seem. There are certain basic facte you need te 
know. First, if you are going to use exhibit cases, whish are furnished free of charge 
at most shows if arranged for in advance, you mst know the gize of the gase. Standard 
display cases are 18130 inches. if youtre net using shardned Quote, your Saath oun be 
just about anything—fremes, hand made cases, eteo.==you have more freedom, bat also as 
a rule costs go we. If you use the standard cases for your display, the exhibit area 
after allowing for hinges, locks, ste., ig an area approximately 17229 a Second, 
you eannot expect to interest people in your eoins unless your display is ATTRACTIVE. 
You can't just throw som coins in @ case and really expect them te command interest. 

A cloth background under them helpe, and tasteful use of two or more colors is even more 
effective. A vertical title board behind the display attrests attention. Thirdly, 
your exhibit sheuld have a central them--e story te tell—and your title should reflect 
this. There sheuld be encugh information in your display so that what yeu are trying to 
say with the exhibit is conveyed-—xeatly, eueplaiys and most important accurately. Be 
sue the faste you give are really fact!
